1. New Construction  

 

a. NFPA 1917 met in Nashville in August – Purpose was to review 

comments of Version 3, with the intent of having Version 3 of NFPA 

1917 Automotive Standards available on 1/1/18 – Next meeting with be 

in the Spring of 2018.  Version 2 is currently Valid. 

 

b. CAAS GVS -  scheduled to start work on Version 2.0 7/1/2018, with 

intent to have Version 2 approved and ready for 1/1/19.   Version 1.0 is 

currently Valid.

Remount Summit, Charlotte June 7th –  Mr Sachs of NHTSA made it 

clear that by Federal Code if you build an Ambulance you are a Final 

Stage Ambulance Manufacturer, which are required to follow certain 

Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standards. (FMVSS).  Remounters are by 

Federal Code Final Stage Ambulance Manufacturers.
